1 . (Currently Amended) A dry-cleaning article for use in a drying 
machine, the dry-cleaning article comprising: 

a carrier adapted to receive and selectively dispense a dry-cleaning 
composition to garments as the garments are tumbled with heated air . in a drying 
machine ; and 

a dry-cleaning composition received by the carrier, wherein the dry- 
cleaning composition includes active components comprising water and organic solvent, 
wherein the organic solvent includes at least one organic solvent that , and furth e r wh e r e in 
th e at l e ast on e organic solv e nt forms the greatest individual percentage by weight of the 
active components and is selected from the group consisting of at least one of paraffins, 
olefins, acetylenes, siloxanes, acetates, chloro-fluofocarbons, and mixtures thereof . 

2. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein 
the at least one organic solvent is s e l e ct e d from th e group consisting of paraffins, ol e fins, 
ac e tyl e nes, siloxane s , acetate s , chloro fluorocarbons, glycols and mixtur e s th e r e of is at 
least substantially comprised of at least one paraffin . 

3. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein 
the at least one organic solvent is noncarcinog e nic at least substantially comprised of at 
least one siloxane. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein 
the at least one organic solvent is non-toxic and non-carcinogenic in the concentration 
present in the composition. 

5; (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein the at 
least one organic solvent forms the greatest individual percentage by weight of all of the 
components in the composition. 

6. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein the at 
least one organic solvent forms at least 50% by weight of the active components of the 
composition. 

7. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 6, wherein the at 
least one organic solvent forms at least 50% by weight of the composition. 

8. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein 
the water constitutes less than approximat e ly no more than 45% by weight of the active 
components of the composition. 

9. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 8, wherein 
the water constitutes l e ss than approximately no more than 45% by weight of all of the 
components of the composition. 

10. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 8, wherein 
the water constitutes b e tw ee n approximat e ly 0% and approximat e ly no more than 40% by 
weight of the active components of the composition. 

11. (Currently Amended) The dry-cleaning article of claim 10, 
wherein the water constitutes b e tw ee n approximat e ly 0% and approximately no more 
than 40% by weight of all of the components of the composition. 
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12. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein the 
active components further include at least one emulsifier. 

13. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 12, wherein the at 
least one emulsifier includes a nonionic component and an anionic component. 

14. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 13, wherein the at 
least one emulsifier includes a greater concentration of the nonionic component than the 
anionic component.

28. (Original) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein the 
article is adapted for us<e in a drying machine having a maximum operating temperature 
and the composition has a flashpoint greater than the maximum operating temperature of 
the drying machine.

at least one organic solvent; and 

water, wherein the at least one organic solvent forms the greatest 
individual weight percentage of the dry-cleaning composition; and 
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tumbling the at least one garment and the dry-cleaning composition in the 
drying machine in heated air generated by the machine such that the at least one dry 
garment and the composition are exposed to the heated air during the tumbling step . 

70. (Original) The method of claim 69, wherein the at least one 
organic solvent is selected from the group consisting of paraffins, olefins, acetylenes, 
siloxaries, acetates, chloro-fluorocarbons, glycols and mixtures thereof. 

71. (Original) The method of claim 69, wherein the at least one 
organic solvent forms at least 50% by weight of the composition. 

72. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 69, wherein the drying 
machine is a household -type drying machine. 

73. (Original) The method of claim 69, wherein the drying 
machine is a nonpressurized drying machine. 

74. (Original) The method of claim 73, wherein the composition is 
permeated into an absorbent material and the placing step includes placing the at least 
one garment and the absorbent material permeated with the composition in the drying 
machine. 

75. (Original) The method of claim 74, wherein in the drying 
machine the absorbent material and the at least one garment may tumble freely with each 
other. 

76. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 74, wherein prior to 
tumbling the at least one garment and the absorbent material in the heated air in the 
drying machine, the method further includes placing the at least one garment and the 
absorbent material into ITa"11 an air-permeable container prior to placing th e at l e ast one 
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garm e nt and the absorb e nt mat e rial into th e drying machin e , and then placing the 
container, th e at l e ast on e garm e nt, and the absorb e nt mat e rial p e rm e at e d with th e dry 
cl e aning composition into th e drying machine through which the heated air may freely 
flow .

83. (New) The dry-cleaning articie of claim 1, wherein the water 
constitutes no more than 25% by weight of the active components of the composition. 

84. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 1, wherein the water 
constitutes no more than 25% by weight of all of the components of the composition. 

85. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 63, wherein the 
primary component includes at least one paraffin, siloxane or mixtures thereof. 

86. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 63, wherein the 
composition includes at least one fluorosurfactant. 
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87. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 85, wherein the 
composition includes at least one fluorosurfactant. 

88. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 63, wherein the 
composition has a flashpoint greater than 200° F. 

89. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 63, wherein the 
composition includes a binder adapted to form the composition into a solid article. 

90. (New) The dry-cleaning composition of claim 63, wherein the 
composition includes a gelling agent. 

91. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition has a 
flashpoint greater than 200° F. 

92. (New) The method of claim 70, wherein the at least one organic 
solvent includes at least one paraffin, siloxane, or mixtures thereof. 

93. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition further 
includes at least one fluorosurfactant. 

94. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition further 
includes at least one emulsifier and/or surfactant. 

95. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the at least one dry 
garment is not suitable for laundering in a household washing machine. 

96. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition further 
comprises a binder adapted to form the composition into a solid article. 

97. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition further 
includes a gelling agent. 
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98. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the composition further 
includes fastening the composition to a compartment within the drying machine. 

99. (New) The method of claim 69, wherein the water comprises no 
more than 45% by weight of the composition. 

100. (New) A dry-cleaning article for use in a drying machine, the dry- 
cleaning article comprising: 

a dry-cleaning composition, wherein the dry-cleaning composition 
includes active components comprising water and at least one organic solvent, and 
further wherein the at least one organic solvent forms the greatest individual percentage 
by weight of the active components; and 

a binder adapted to form a solid article from the composition. 

101. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the binder 
includes a gelling agent. 

102. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the at least 
one organic solvent is selected from the group consisting of paraffins, olefins, acetylenes, 
siloxanes, acetates, chloro-fluorocarbons, glycols and mixtures thereof. 

103. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the at least 
one organic solvent is selected from the group consisting of paraffins, olefins, acetylenes, 
siloxanes, acetates, chloro-fluorocarbons and mixtures thereof. 

104. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the at least 
one organic solvent includes at least one paraffin as a primary component. 

105. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the at least 
one organic solvent includes at least one siloxane. 
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106. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the 
composition includes an erriulsifier. 

107. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the 
composition includes at least one fluorosurfactant. 

108. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the 
composition has a flashpoint greater than 200° F. 

109. (New) The dry-cleaning article of claim 100, wherein the 
composition is non-toxic arid non-carcinogenic in the concentration present in the 
composition. 
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
